" I went all over the room in which
the work was carried on. The
mechanism was extremely aimple.
A few cases, with various kinds of
type ; a little cylinder, just cast, of
a kind of gelatinous substance,
closely resembling carpenter's glue,
and somewhat pleasant to smell ;
a large heavy cylinder, covered
with cloth, which served as the
press; some blacking brushes
and apongea in a pan ; two jars of
